Peter Peterson Claimed to be the 
Heir of a Rich Uncle 
Sweden^ 


in 


STORY HE TOLD MISS HARRIS. 


Explained That He Didn’t Have to 
Labor, That He Had^Money 
to Buy a Home. 


This morning at the hearinsrof Peter 
Peterson for the alleged attempted 
murder of Miss !*iliza Harris, it was de­ 
veloped that Peter had told Miss Harris 
that he was rich; that he was an heir 
of a wealthy uncle in Sweden and that 
he didn’t have to wonk and could pur­ 
chase a home whenever he felt in­ 
clined. This story was obtained upon 
the redirect e.xaniination of Miss Har­ 
ris. If it is true that Peter is the pros­ 
pectivo heir of a rich relative the 
proofs will probably be advanced when 
the defense puts in its testimony. 


It was shown further by today’s evi­ 
dence that Peterson was desperately 
in love with Miss Harris. On two oc­ 
casions when be entered the store of 
Charles Jackson in this city he took 
from his pocket tbe watch he had pur­ 
chased for Elixa, and which she had 
worn, and pressed it alTectionately and 
passionately to his Ups. 
He was sa 
one time when he entered the store 
and asked 
by Mr. 
Jackson 
wnat 
troubled him he replied, **a 
dark 
shadow has crossed my life*” 


The Peterson trial was resumed at 10 
o’clock this morning in the circuit 
court. 
Witness Charles A. Jackson 
was recalled by Attorney Gore for 
further cross-examination. Mr. Jack­ 
son stated that Peterson was a regular 
customer at hisstore and had purchased 
considerable confectionery there. The 
watch which Peter had »resented to 
Miss Harris was purchased of the wit­ 
ness just previous to last Christmas. 
Last April Peterson came into tbe store 
and Mr. Jackso% asked him how he 
liked the watch he bad purchased of 
him. Peterson replied by taking the 
watch from his pocket and placing it 
tenderly to his lips. He repeated the 
same act later and on another occasion 
when he was present in the store he 
rppeared bowed down with grief and 
when asked by tbe witness the nature 
of hi^ teouble he merely replied that a 
dark shadow had crossed his life. 


Miss Harris was recalled and Lawyer 
Valentine began a redirect examina* 
tion. Miss Harris testtfied that Peter­ 
son had told her, her family and Mr. 
Spink’s family that he had a rich un­ 
cle in Sweden of whom he was an heir. 
Peterson said he had money to pur­ 
chase a home and did not have to work. 
He said he was 30 years of age. 


When cross-questioued by Mr. Gore 
Miss Harris stated that her father had 
borrowed money of Peterson on sever­ 
al occasions, a fact she remembered by 
reason of having ^‘made a note of it’’ 
by request of her father. Miss Harris 
believed Peterson was wealthy, as he 
claimed. 
l*eterson told the witness 
that he come from Sweden 12 years 
ago; that he had one sister and that his 
father and mother were dead. The 
gold band engagement ring and two 
gold chains, given Miss Harris by Pet­ 
erson, were produced and identified by 
the witness.

A setiond mortgaere on 75 lots 
in (ias City for $4,200 is considered of 
little value. The total face value of 
cash and securities amount to $2t),ikK). 
and ultnnately the receiver expects to 
reallxe from the aggregate the sum of 
$10,000 for the bank.

Dick of today.) It is a very large ball­ 
room, brilliantly lighted and decorated 
with flowers and evergreens. It must 
be a regimental ball, for there are col­ 
ors stacked at one end. Dick of today 
tries to make them out, but quite fails, 
and so turns his attention to what Jack 
DufTord is saying to Dick of 1867. 


**I want you to dance with my little 
sister Kitty. It is her first dance, and 
she’s the dearest little thing going.’* 
And he puts his arm through Dick of 
1867’s and takes him across the room 
to where there stands a girl in white 
muslin, such a dainty, fresh white mus­ 
lin, with little blue bowknots dotted 
over it, and this is all that Dick of 1867 
sees as he makes his bow, but when he 
raises his head again he meets such a 
sweet, dancing pair of brown eyes look­ 
ing at him from such a pretty, bright 
face, with a whole mass of light fluffy 
hair above and around it, and later 
when he puts his arm around her and 
they dance and ho looks down into the 
hair he sees a wee wreath of blue for- 
getmenots half lost and very tightly 
imprisoned in its glittering meshes. It 
is almost Dick of 1867’s first ball, too, 
and he thoroughly enjoys it, but none 
of the figures are plain to Dick of today 
save only the white muslin and blue 
bowknot one. 
Talking and dancing 
with it seem to fill up the whole even­ 
ing, and then, when tho end comes, Dick 
of 1867 rolls it up, oh, so tenderly, in a 
warm, white shawl, and Dick of today 
feols his heart beat quicker as a little 
hand is put into that old Dick’s hand 
and a low girlish voice says: 


“ Well, good night and goodby, Mr. 
Kenneth. 1 hope you will like India." 
Then Dick of 1867 goes home, and he 
feels nervously excited and cannot sleep 
and thinks it must be from the uncer­ 
tainty of liking India. 


The tobacco smoke clears off and our 
Dick wonders why such an old, quite 
buried memory should revive tonight, 
but he has not much time for wonder­ 
ing, for as fresh smoke rises up he sees 
fresh figures forming themselves behind 
it. Still himself, but older, browner and 
more manly Dick, this time of 187’2. A 
ball again, evidently in a private house. 
There is a wide flight of stairs, off it at 
one side a conservatory filled with flow­ 
ers and at its top a wide landing, with 
the ballroom opening bright, noisy and 
joyous behind it. 


In the doorway stands the hostess, 
welcoming her guests. Dick of today 
tries to distinguish her features, but 
they elude him just as the colors had 
a few minutef before. He passes on in­ 
to the room. Again all the figures are 
blurred, until he comes quite to the up- 
]u>r end, immediately beneath the big 
banging lamp, where there stands a 
vrry distinct one in white silk and a 
qiiuiitiry of soft white tulle, who has 
hiH’ back turned and displays a very 
fair head with a bunch of pink moss 
roses ut one side. Dick of 1873 speaks, 
and the figure torus and looks at him 
with a little «ncertainty ut flrst, and 
then a gradual, pleased look of reeeg- 
uition oonei to her face—thal 


a small pointed b li^ biMd. B » wateli- 
es them, and a voio'e at Ills elbow says: 
** What a jolly couple they make! He is 
old Lord Easton’s nephew, and they are 
to be married next week, you know.” 
Dick of 1873 goes home, and in the 
morning comes to the conclusion that 
he had taken too much champagne, for 
he had dreamed all night that his room 
was of gold hung over with pink moss 
roses, and, turn as he would, he could 
find no door to escape from the heavy 
scent of them, which maddened him, 
and tho touch of them, which thrilled 
him with joy and sorrow, pleasure and 
passionate pain mixed. 


The smoke clears off again, but Dick 
of today has ceased to wonder, and only 
waits, expecting more, uncomprehend­ 
ing, however. Very soon more comes; 
still Dick, still a ballroom; Dick of 
1880, and quite a different ballroom 
with quite a different atmosphere, and 
different tone about it; many men, few­ 
er women than heretofore, but all the 
latter are most beautifully dressed, and 
most of the former are in uniform. 


“ Government 
Houso, 
Calcutta,” 
thinks Dick of today, and he instinctive­ 
ly looks about him for the well known 
figure which he now expects to come, 
but it is not there. Dick of 1880 is talk­ 
ing to Cranter. (“ Poor old Cranter! 
Went under just ten years ago,” com­ 
ments Dick of today.) Cranter says: “ I 
am going to introduce you to the most 
lovely little woman, clever, charming, 
everything desirable. ••Her husband nev­ 
er looks at her. passes all his time in 
England with Sibyl Ruby, and all his 
time here with Mrs. Major Golightly. ” 
Dick of 1880 and Cranter make their 
way through the crowd into another 
room where there is no dancing, and 
seated in a low chair, in a listless atti­ 
tude, is a lady in W’hite. Dick of 1880 
goes^^ straight up to her and says, “ I 
hope I don’t need an introduction to 
“ Mrs.” — and then pauses — “ Mor- 
toun,” she finishes for him. 


He sits beside her. She is much more 
splendidly dressed than ever before, all 
in white satin, finely embroidered witli 
silver, and there are diamonds scintil­ 
lating in the burnished gold of her hair. 
But, oh, the change, think both the 
Dicks. The face is thinner and less 
bright, the mouth is sweet and red, but 
has a pitiful droop at the corners, and 
the clear brown eyes are sad with un­ 
shed tears, but they look very kindly on 
Dick of 1880. And Dick of 1880 talks a 
long time to her; his heart is filled with 
a deep, passionate pity. 


Finally they are interrupted by the 
tall, dark, handsome man with the point­ 
ed black beard, who is not perfectly so­ 
ber. As he comes up the lady says: 
“ This is Captain Kenneth, Devereux. I 
met him at my flrst ball. ” 


Dick of 1880 only bows and moves 
away, and Dick of today looks at the 
fading mist of tobacco smoke, and even 
when it has cleared, for the good reason 
that his pipe is out, there is a little 
mist, as of an autumn evening, between 
him and the fire. He is not uncompre 
hending any longer and knows now the 
answer to his sister’s question. He rises 
and takes up his candle, saying: “ And 
I never knew it till tonight. Verily 1 
am a slow man.’’—Daughter.

^ Peterson 
and 
Screams 


Aloud. 


ACCUSED 
MEANT NO HARM. 


Arose From His Chalrto Get a Drink 
and His Intentions Were 
Misconstrued, 


With a shriek that could be heard iu 
the remotest recess of the court house 
Miss Eliza Harris leaped from 
her 
chair and rushed for the nearest exit 
of the circuit court room. 
The inci­ 
dent caused a tremendous sensation. It 
happened yesterday afternoon during 
the intermission in t*he trial of Peter 
Peterson on complaint of attempting to 
murder Miss Harris. 


Peterson occupied a seat by his at­ 
torneys, Gore & Harvey, immediately 
to the left of the jury box. 
At recess 
his lawyers left him for a short consul­ 
tation with Prosecutor Valentine in 
the library. 
Miss Harris, with her 
father and mother, sat a lew feet dis­ 
tant from Peterson facing him. 


The spectators who bad assembled in 
a vast crowd were waiting with some 
impatience for the gong to sound when 
suddenly there was a picrclng scream 
which silenced the murmur of voices 
with remarkable siuldenness. The cry 
cume from Miss Harris and as she 
uttered it she jumped to her feet and 
started on a run for the door. 


The cause of her condition was ap­ 
parent. i*eterson had risen and started 
toward her, a direction he must take to 
reach the only exit within the railing. 
While his only mission was to get a 
drink, Miss Harris pretended to be- 
Hev)j6 that he meant mischief and she 
hurried away from him, continuing 
her shrieks until quieted by the as­ 
surance from the sheriff that i^eterson 
would not harm her. Accompanied by 
the sheriff Peterson stepped out into 
the corridor. 
He told the sheriff he 
was sorry he had frightened the girl: 
that he merely wanted a drink and 
thought he would go out and get it. 


Miss Harris was taken into 
the 
judge’s private office whore her mother 
and other friends succeeded in quieting 
her fears. When the proceedings were 
resumed she was unable to continue 
her testimony where she had left off 
when recess was taken, and another 
witness was called while she recovered. 


Charles Jackson, proprietor* of Jack­ 
son's gun store, in this city, was sworn 
yesterday afternoon. 
He stated that 
on the morning of July 4, Peterson en­ 
tered his store and expressed a desire 
tb purchase a revolver which he had 
picKed out two weeks before with the 
instructions to lay it aside until he had 
the money to buy it. Witness informed 
him that he had an opi^rtunity to sell 
the revolver and had done so. 
Peter­ 
son appeared disappointed. 
He re­ 
flected a moment and then declared he 
had to have a revolver; that he had 
been bitten by a dog and wanted a gun 
to protect himself with. He picked a 
revolver out the price of which was 
•1.75. He paid $1 on it and turned over 
a email silver watch, purchased by him 
a short time before, to secure the bal­ 
ance. The cross-examination of Mr. 
Jackson was not successful in bringing 
to light any further facts. 


July 4 all day, and at his expense en­ 
joyed a ride on the merry-go-round and 
a glass of lemonade. She could not fix 
the date of their engagement, although

The cross-examination of Miss Harris 
by Attorney Gore began at 4 o’clock 
and was not concluded when court ad­ 
journed at 6. Her direct examination 
was merely a rehearsal of the story of 
the tragedy as T h e E v e n in g N k w s 
has told it. Her answers to Mr. Gore’s 
questBons were made with considerable 
delibration, and many questions were 
repeated before the witness responded. 
She apooared perfectly composed and 
in a very happy frame of mind, being 
once so convulsed with laughter that 
she could not talk. She does not look 
older than 18, while her erring sweet­ 
heart is over 40. 


During the cross-questioning of Miss 
Harris bv Mr. Gore she stated that 
from April until July 4, when the trag­ 
edy occurred, she and Peterson had no 
serious trouble; that he called every 
Saturday 
night 
and 
remained 
i 
guest in the family until Monday morn 
ing. He also made a yisit during the 
week. 
Whenever he called, the wit 
ness said, he twitted her with having 
flirted with other men, which she said 
was untrue. She was »faithful to Peter 
and he had no reason for upbraiding 
her. 
Mr. Harris gave a tragical re- 
oitAl of the shooting. She was lying on 
the sofa and by her side sat Peter. He 
sighed that they could never be nearer 
and riling he walked to his coat, took 
froip thd pocket the box containing the 
revolver, opened the box deliberately, 
»nd e^ ted toward her, when her 
mother aiepp^ before him and over 
the mother’s shoulder Eliza was made 
the mark of • bullet from her lover 
reYolvfBr, she during all that time, re-

Qalien Diphtheria Bpidemic Explained 
in That W ay. 


The Chicago liecord today contains a 
two-column write up of the diphtheria 
epidemic at Galien and attributes the 
trouble to the ill-feeling among the 
local physicians, and concludes its ar­ 
ticle with a long attack on the ‘‘Inde­ 
pendent Medical College.” 


The Record says: 
The school was 
clcscd two weeks ago by direction of C. 
A. Clark, who, in addition to being the 
wealthiest merchant of (ialien, is presi­ 
dent of the village lx)ard of health and 
of the school board. In discussing the 
matter he said: 


“It is true that there is- an epidemic 
of diphtheria here, but it has been ex­ 
aggerated, and we are in no immediate 
danger. There have been ten deaths. 
Some of the doctors say caused by diph­ 
theria, and others maintain that tonsi- 
litis was theucause, but I suppose they 
are all the same. 
The school has bee n 
closed, and five families quarantined, 
it being thought wise to take every 
recaution to prevent a spread of the 
isease. Perhaps a wrangle between 
our doctors has made it possible for 
diptheria to become an epidemic, some 
claiming that we had diphtheria and 
others denying it until the disease 
gained considerable headway. The first 
case was imi)orted. This village is 
high and dry, sanitation is perfect, and 
now that we know what we have to 
combat we shall light vigorously to pro 
tect the health of our people.”

have won on the face of the returns in 
several close counties by the perpetra­ 
tion of frauds which they decline to 
diagram. 
It is announced that the 
committee will contest in several 
counties. 
This desperate talk 
is 
supplemented 
by

worK the 
Foraker or anti-Hanna 
members-elect up t;) the point of bolt­ 
ing an anticipated caucus. 
The demo­ 
crats prefer to believe that there are 
ten or a dozen republicans who will 
sot vote for Mr. Hanna, and the story 
is being worked for rauch more space 
than it is worth. Mr. Hanna’s friends 
take little notice of the story for the 
obvious reason that the junior senator 
has been indorsed by the state conven­ 
tion and by nearly eyery county con­ 
vention held since hin appointment. 
The senate will stand nineteen demo­ 
crats and seventeen republicans, but 
the republicans claim they will get the 
organization ar» Voij^'ht, Hamilton coun­ 
ty fusionist, is a republican and will 
vote with his party at every stage on 
all party questions. This will make the 
senate a tie and the lieutenant govern­ 
or, who is a republican, will have the 
deciding vote. The legislature will be 
repulican on joint ballot by five, count­ 
ing the two republicans on the fusion 
ticket in Hamilton county. The anal- 
Î 
rsis fiend has compiled some interest- 
ng statistics. 
Returns from the 12 
counties in which Mr. Bryan spoke 
show a net republican gain of 997 votes 
over the heavy McKinley majorities of 
last fall. 


Tbe Chronicle, democrat, says: Even 
if the republicans have the legislature 
by a majority of five on joint ballot, as 
thev claim, it is now stated that Hanna 
will not be chosen senator. Several 
ftoti-Hanoa men have been elected.

A L M dlocked Salmon. 


**Manj years ago/* said Clarence 
Pnllen, traveler and lecturer, **an out 
of the way lake in .Maiue was secretly 
stocked with landlocked salmon. At 
that time the nearest railway station 
was 38 miles from the lake, w’hich is 
ahont nine miles long by three wida 
Not much Hsliiiig has ever been done in 
that siicet of water because it is off from 
the regular lines of travel and there are 
no big hotels within scores of miles; 
besides, it is practically unknown. 1 
was there (isltiug one day, and, becom­ 
ing tired of struggling with six, eight 
and ten pound salmon, decided to stroll 
up the mountain side to obtain a glimpse 
of the snow capped peak of Mouut 
WRsbington, over in New Hampshire. 
In aKccnding 1 followed a brook which 
had formed many deep pools as it leap­ 
ed in successive cascades down to its 
outlet into the lake. It wii8 late in the 
s^son, and the brook was nearly dry. I 
noticed a commotiou in one of the nar­ 
row pools near the summit, and, peer­ 
ing into it, discerned a gigantic fish. 
Wading in, 1 seized tho monster and 
carried him struggling to the shore. It 
was a landlocked salmon that weighed 
32 pounds It had probably leaped up 
the cascades from pool to ^ 1 uutil it 
became imprisoned in one oi ihe upper­ 
most, as the brook ran dry. If you 
doubt the story, I’ll take yon up there 
some time and show you the immI.

Burinete ladoleuce. 


Burma is sitid to be peopled by 
about the laziest race in the world. 
Work is never done except when abso­ 
lutely u(x;essitry, and even then as little 
as possible, and that in the easiest, 
most siiiftless manner. If a Burman 
wishes to cultivate a piece of ground, 
he sets fire to tlie bushwood as a cheap, 
easy and efficacious method of preparing 
the virgin soil. 


For two or three years he cultivates 
that piece of laud and then sets light 
to auother spot, allowing the jmigle to 
grow in the old place, which will be 
ready for rebuming when the other 
ground wants rest. Rice growers dis­ 
pense with plows, turning loose instead 
a number of buffaloes, which cut up 
the saturated sod with their hoofa 
When a Burman has earned a little 
money, be immediately proceeds to 
spend it all, for the Burmese have no 
ambition to be rich and never hoard. 
Consequently there are no large land­ 
owners, and, there being no aristocracy, 
the people are as near being on an 
equality as |)ossible. Poor folk are quite 
as rare as tbe rich, and the only beg­ 
gars to be met are the lepers, whosit on 
the steps of the pagodaa. — Hartford
